IN THE HOUSE. 
THE POST-OFFICE APPROPRIATION. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wastinoron, D. C., Feb. %.—After @ 
weary and profitiess discussion ot about four 
hours, the House to-day passed the Post- 
Office Appropriation bill substautially in the 
form reported by the Committee on Appro- 
priations. The entire discussion today was 
ecoufined to the item of $500,000 for special 
facilities on trunk lines. Mr. Page, of Call- 
fornia, and Gen. Sumeleton, of Quincy, to- 
getwer formulated an amendment requiring 
that the items should be devoted to the secur- 
ing of necessary and special mall dacilities, 
the effect of which would have been to en- 
large the authority of the Postmaster 
General so that he could use this 
money to expedite star routes, to increase 
steamboat service, or fur any other purposes 
connected witn the transportation of the 
mails. From the discussion on this item, it 
appeared that Messrs. Ha.ch and Bland, of 
Missouri, think that all wails for the country 
west of the Mississippi originate in and start 
from St. Louis, and chat all mails going east 
stop at S., Louls. They were opposed to this 
whole appropriation for the benefit of East- 
eru railroad monopolies, and Mr. Hatch, 
especialiy, waxed eloquent in his attack 
upon these grinding corporations.” 

MK. ROBESON 

exhibited his usual spite toward the rail- 
roads—a spite which has existed ever since 
he’ was defeated for the Senate last year by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. He offered an 
amendment providing that, in case any rail- 
road company has received money under the 
reweighing of mails ordered ſast October and 
December by the Postmaster-General, the 
amount so received should be deducted from 
any sum due said railroad on account of 
necessary and specia! facilities furnished in 
the transportation of the mails. In support 
of this amendment, Mr. Robeson made a 
bitter speech, in which, while disclaiming 
any desire to impugn the motives of 
the Postinaster-General, he evidently sought 
to make it appear that the action of that 
official had been influenced by a desire to 
favor certain railroad corporations. Thisac- 
tion of the Postmaster-General was taken in 
accordance with law, as Mr. Cannon well 
showed, and the penalty which Mr. Robeson 
sought to impose upon the railroads for the 
action of the Postmaster-General would have 
been as unjust as impracticable of enforce- 
ment. 

GEORGE R. DAVIS, OF CHICAGO, 
desired to an amendment adopted to provide 
that of the $50),000 appropriated $100,000 
should be devoted to the secur.ng of special 
facilities from the great distributing centres 
of Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Louis, and 
he eompiained (to a great extent justly) that 
under the present system the chief benefits 
derived from the fast mail service are en- 
joyed by the Cities of Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia. Mr. Davis adinitted, however, 
that Chicago gets her New York mails twelve 
hours sooner, owing to the fact that a special 
fast mail train is sent from New York to 
Albany to overtake the train which leayes 
New York and Boston an hour sooner, 

GEOHGE DAVIS’ REMARKS. 

Representative Davis, in sveaking upon 
the fast-mall appropriation In its relations to 
Chicago, said: 

The appropriation will not help the Chicago 
people to any greutextent. The $500,008 is ap- 
propriated singly and only for the three great 
cities ig the Rast, and to send forward to the 
West the morning papers and sight mail. The 
City of Chicago us @ great metropolis, a great 
postal centre, second only to New York ia its 
postal business in profit and in the weight of 
the mail; in dispatches second ouly to 
New York; la gross revenae, second oaly to 
New York; in net revenue amounting to aa. 
000 in Chicago, egainst $40),000 in Boston and less 
ia Philadeipnia; seeyad only to New York in its 
money-order business, the value of the orders 
issued in Chicago exveeding those in Philadei- 
phia or Boston by upwards of $700,000. and the 
value of orders paid ia excess of either city by 
upwards of $450000); second only to 
New York in sevond-cilass matter and 
—— N thereon, New York col- 

; per cept, Ohnicago 10 per cent, 
— D and Boston each 5 per cent 
of all mail of this class; second only to New 
York in registered letters and parcels upon 
which fees are collected—and yet not 81 bas ever 
been expended for special facilities from mat 
city. 

N THE EARLIEST MAII-TRAIN 
leaves Chicago at 7 o'clock in the morning 
gues Bast, while the business interests of 
cago lie to the north. and west more thag they 
do the east; and the earliest train going West 
leu ves at 8 or d o'clock in the morning, the Chi- 
cago mail reaching Burlington, just across 
the Rate, at about 7 o'clock in the 
evening. The only trains from New York and 
from Philadeipbia are for the purpose of dis- 
tributing the New York and Philadelphia papers 
to the country immediately around those cities,

ONE OF THE BEST sPeeCHes OF THE DAY 
was made by Gen, Bingham, Chairman of the 
Committee on Post-Oifices and Post-Roads, 
who has made athorough study of the fast- 
mail service, and who described some of the 
benefits that had inured to the country since 
its establisument and because it had been 
maintained. 

Hiscock made the closing speech, and sum- 
marized the whole matter by saying that the 
adoption of the Robesun amendment would 
be simyly to stvike down the fast-mail serv- 
ice of the country. The amendment was de- 
feated, to the evident disappointment 
aud chagrin of Mr, Robeson and others 
who had advocated it, and once more 
Mr. Robeson Has shown that he isa leader 
without followers. Representative George 
R. Davis’ amendment was ruled out on a 
point of order. After the bill was reported 
to the House, an aye-and-no vete was taken 
on the Holman amendment

and the amendment was adopted. It will 
possibly have no effect whatever. It pro- 
vides that the Postmaster-General may (in- 
stead of reguiring that he shall) in 
case a starroute contract is sublet 
at a lower rate than the amount 
paid by the Government, enter in- 
to anew contract with the sub-contractor 
for the amount for which he has agreed to 
do the work. Then, should the Postmaster- 
General undertake to exercise this discre- 
tionary authority granted him by the amend- 
ment, the contracters could easily in two or 
three ways circumvent him, and escape the 
operations of the provision. It simply 
amounts to nothing, and it was inspired and 
carried by Lord Baneumbe. The probabili- 
tles art that the Senate will take it out of the 
bill, It is said that che provision originated 
in che fact that an old stagedriver in Mr. 
Holman’s district failed last year to serve a 
short star-route contract. 

OPPOSITION TO THE PROPOSED RETIREMENT 

OF GEN. GRANT. 

In the House this mourning Gen. Hender- 
son, Chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, endeavored to have the Senate bill to 
provide for the retirement of Gen. Grant on 
the pay of a General taken from the Syeak- 
er’s table andreferred to his committee. At 
the. time Gen. Henderson made his motion 
the Ilonse was actiag ander unanimous con- 
sent. Springer, Reagan, and other Demo- 
crats promptly objected, and so the bill re- 
mained on the Speaker’s table. The chances 
vf its passage by the House, whenever 
it shall come. up tor action, are 
somewhat dubious, Bragg and Sparks, of 
the Military Committee, are bitterly opposed 
to any further reward or honor for Gen.

THE PLEA OF KMAHY STORRS AGAINST MR. 
REAGAN'S BILL. 
Spectal Disvatch to The Chica Tribune 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. %.—Thée mo- 
nopoly side vf the question of Congressional 
regulation of inter-State commerce was pre- 
sented to the Committee on Commerce today 
by Mr. Emery Storrs. Ue made a long argu- 
ment, taking strong ground against any in- 
terference by Congress with the ralirvads, 
and seeined to have the majority of the com- 
mittee with him. The questions proposed to 
him by the members of the committee, with 
the exception of thuse of Judge Reagan, 
showed an inclination to help him make a 
good case fur the railrvads, and so 
pialoly did this appear that, at one 
time during the hearmg, Reagan 
sharply rebuked his colleagues for 
placing him in the attitude of being the sole 
defender of the proposed bill. The commit- 
tee evidently favors the corporations. Mr. 
Stosrs opened by stating that he was present 
at the request of some Western railroads, 
which seemed to think (and in bis opinion 
thought justly) that the pruposed regulation 
of transportation dy rail was an unjust inter- 
ference with their business. As grave as are 

THE EVILS COMPLAINED OF, 

he thought they were beyond the reach of 
the committee and of Congress, and though 
there may be watering of rallroad Stocks, 
and Legislatures iu New York and elsewhere 
may have proved venal, Congress, when it has 
given the question careful attention, wil! not 
think fit to interfere. For his part, he 
thought the cause of the venality in the New 
York Legislature, of which so much had 
been heard, arose more from legislation 
against railroads than anything else. It was 
due to the fact that several attempts were 
made to strike at the railroads. It was 
strane, aiso, but true, that the venality of 
legislators did not injure them with 
their constituents, unless it affected the 
locality in which these constituents 
were interested. The same causes 
transferred from Albany to Washington, 
the same results will follow. If annual at- 
tacks upon the railroads are to be the feat- 
ure of Congressional legislation, venality in 
Congress will follow, and the result will be 
that the South will be found not caring for 
the venality of its Representatives if only 
the East or West is injured by it, and the 
people East and West will not be inclined to 
trouble themselves if their Representatives 
do not sell out so as to damage their inter- 
ests. Coming to 

THE DISCUSSION OF THE REAGAN BILI, 
Mr. Storrs claimed that there was no neceés- 
sity for it. He had listened, he said, in vain 
for anything specific in the complaints on 
which this bill was based. The ultimate 
analysisof all the complaints that have been 
made is that through rates are too low. 
To that complexion have all the complaints 
come at last. It is Pen Yan, and Seneca 
Falls, and o Petty places in the interior 
which car compete with the great grain- 
growing’ West.

THE TALK OF DISCRIMINATION 
by the railroads. This bill was intended to 
discriminate against some of them. It does 
not prevent discrimination. It disorganizes 
them. It interferes ungenerously, unwisely, 
and unjustly with the business of some of the 
roads. The discrimination of this bill goes 
ta this extent—that it must apply 
to thé Chicago & Northwestern, to 
the Lake Erie & Western, but need 
pply to the New York Central nor to 

the Pennsylvania. As long as it was beyond 
the power of the commi or of Congress 
to remove the lakes or to change the termini 
of the New York Oentral they could not 
regulate through rates. Transportauon is as 
much a commodity as ready-made clothing 
or as wheat. There is an enormous demand 
fur this commodity, and the Creator has sup- 
plied the greater purtion of it in the water 
routes. There passes Detroit by ‘the lake 
routes one and one-third times as much ton- 
nage as is recelved at the port of Liverpool. 
A common carrier such as this is a danger- 
ous competi tor. 
IT REGULATES ALL TRANSPORTATION RATES, 
and says to the railroads: “Thus far shall 
you go and no furmer.“ Through rates are 
fixed by the natiral water highways, yet the 
effect of this bill is to create a monopoly of 
water carriagé. But who will say that, when 
under the operations of this sort of legisia- 
tion through rates on the railroads are toroed 
up, water rates will not be forced up like- 
wise? There is very little difference in the 
nature of a vessel-owner and of a railroad 
President, and, with no railroad competition 
to regulate traffic, the former might put 
up his rates. The benefit of this legisiation 
would then accrue to the vessel-owner and 
not to the people. The bill discriminates in 
favor of the Canadian routes and the New 
York Central route. Suppose a cargo of 
grain is shipped from Chicago by vessel to 
Buffalo, and taken up at Buffalo by the 
New York Central and transshipped to New 
York, 

CONGRESS HAS NO CONTROL OVER IT; 
the bill onty deals with inter-State trans 
portation over raliroads; the first part of 
this route is by water, and the termini 
of the New York Central are in the State of 
New York, and not subject to Congressional 
control. Here is a discrimination agatust the 
Pennsylvania Company which competes for 
this trade by way of Erie and Philadelphia. 
Its transportation is inter-State after it leaves 
Philadeipiia and the bili applies to it. The 
result must be to drive the Pennsylvania 
Road out of competition fer this trade, or 
torce it tu make Philadelphia ita outlet for 
the forsigan trade at this point.

CAPT. EADS’ ARGUMENT BEFORE THE MIS- 
SISSIPPI RIVER COMMITTEE IN FPAVOR oF 
A NARROWER STREAM AND JETTIES. 


Capt. Eads continued his hearing before 
the House Committee on Levees and Im- 
provements of the Mississippi River today, 
in relation to improvement of the stream. 
He advocated the closing of all gaps and 
breaks in the levees at the earliest possible 
date, as the beginning of the system of im 
provewent. He maintained that below every 
crevasse or outlet sandbars wilt form, and 
he dwelt at length on the necessity of con- 
tracting the stream in its wider points, 
to give, as nearly as possible, uni- 
formity of width and velocity of 
current. It was, he said, to reduce the fric- 
tion of surface over which the river at its 
bruader points will spread. He claimed that, 
by an increase of friction-surface, or, in other 
words, by a broadening of the river-Bed, the 
stream is retarded in its flow, and increased 
deposits of sediment are caused. If the 
stream is confined within proper limits it 
will deepen itself. He thought that the 
work of constructing levees and jetties for 
the cunfinement of the stream 

SHOULD BEGIN AT THE PASSES 
and be continued as tar north as necessary 
for the benefit of commerce. His position in 
favor of the construction of dykes and levees 
was much broader than that presented by 
the commission, Capt. Eads thought that 
damage would de done to the jetties by 
making an outlet at Lake Borgne, and he 
cited the reports of Humphreys and Abbot 


as authorities that additional outlets de- 


prived a stream of a scouring ferce in pro- 
portion to the amount of water removed 
through the outlets. From maps recently 
prepared by the Engineer Corps he claimed 
that, where there had been but eight feet of 
water at the South Pass before the jetties 
were built, there was now 

A CLEAR CHANNEL THIRTY FEET DEEP 

THROUGH THE ENTIRE COURSE. 
Steamers of any draft, he declared, could 
pass through the jetties, but li was not the 
fault of the works that ships of the largest 
burden did not come in the port of New 
Urleans—the largest White Star ships could 
come to New Orleans as easily through the 
jetties as they could pass over the bar at 
Sandy Hook into New York Harbor at high 
tide. He complained of the publication in 
American newspapers of reports that the 
jetty system at the mouth of the Mis 
sissippi was not a success. He 
said that these reports had been copied into 
French, German, Prussian, and English 
newspapers, and had operated to prevent 
ship companies from dispatching their 
largest ships to New Orleans, While Capt. 
Eads said very little as to the cost of the lm- 
provement proposed by the commission, the 
bent of bis remarks was that the work would 
not exceed the commission’s estimates.

GENERAL GOSSIP.

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 25.—Nothing 
definit has been heard here from Mr. Conk- 
ling, and it is not officially known whether 
or not he will accept the position of Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Indeed, if 
the statements of Mr. Conkling’s friends are 
to be relied upon as giving his probable opin- 
ion, it seems doubtful whetber that gentle- 
man has himself decided what course he 
wlll pursue.

New York, Feb. 2%.—Dr. Delos C. De 
Wolf, Chicagu’s Health Commissioner, has 
been in New York the past two days. The 
object of the Doctor’s visit has been to con- 
fer with the officers of quarantine upon the 
subject of the prevention of the importation 
of sinall-pox through the medium of the 
enormous stream of emigration that is now 
constantly flowing into the United States 
through the gateway of this port.. It has 
been a recognized fact for a long time past 
that a large percentage of small-pox in this 
country has been introduced by emigrants 
unprotected against the disease by vaccina- 
tion, and who have thus developed cases of 
the scourge after passing quarantine in ap- 
parent good health, and when they may have 
reached Chicago or some other Western or 
Northwestern point. New York, as is well 
known, receives over 75 per cent of the 
entire immigration into the United States. 
The proportion of those remaining here, as 
against those who seek the West, is but an 
insignificant trifle. 

NEW YORK IS THE PEN, 

so to speak, into which these cattle are 
driven for shipment. They tarry but a 
brief time, and it is impossible, in a majority 
of instances, for inspecting officers to pre- 
vent the passing, as well, of persons in 
whose systems the germs of the disease are 
lurking undeveloped by necessary lapse of 
time after the infection takes place, fourteen 
days being the period. Scores of such cases 
have been brought to the notice of the Chi- 
cago Health Officers, who have had a better 
opportunity to judge of the practical work- 
ing of a system against which complaint is 
now made than have any medical gentlemen 
at the East. These cases have, in turn, 
spread the contagion. 

COMMISSIONER DE WOLF HAS COME DOWN 
with determination written all over him— 
determination to know why some remedy 
cannot be applied, and who are the parties 
responsible for the non-enforcement of the 
law, if law there be, that will compel the 
owners of steamships to adopt the most pre- 
cautionary measures. Dr. De Wolf and THe 
TRIBUNE representative visited the Health 
’ Officer of the Port of New York, Dr. Smith, 
today, with whom the Chicago Health Offi- 
cer heid a lengthy interview, and also one 
of the Quarantine Commissioners, Mr. David 
W. Judd.” Dr. Smith talked frankly about 
the matter, and said it was not in his power 
to visit penalty upon owners of vessels who 
brought in passengers who refused to be 
vaccinated. There was a State law which 
compelled owners to pay for the subsistence 
of parties quarantined where a contagious 
or infectlous disease existed on shipboard, 
and this law was very specific in its charac- 
ter; but when he came tothreaten the steam- 
ship companies with quarantine in case all 
the passengers, were not vaccinated either 
before going on or after being on shipboard, 

HE FOUND HE WAS POWERLESS, 

for the law was deficient on this point, and 
the steamship companies snapped their fin- 
gers in his face. He was, he said, anxious 
that there should be some law that would 
compel steamship companies to demand vac- 
cinahon of every emigrant passenger, 
but there was no way to secure it, to his 
mind, unless they went to Congress. It had 
been found that the Nationa! Board of Health 
had no power to enact a rule threatening 
quarantine unless all emigrants were vacci- 
nated, and it could only be met by National 
legislation, and making the application gen- 
eral to all maritime ports. He had taken 
steps to this end, and a paragraph would 
probably be inserted in Deuster’s Quarantine 
bill, now before Congress, for a provision of 
this kind. He was anxivus to stop the influx 
of small-pox cases of the undeveloped 
and therefore very dangerous type. 
Dr. De Wolf said that the West and North- 
west would most assuredly insist on some- 
thing of this kind being done.

Judd, showed that Dr. Smith had evidently 
misunderstood the law. Mr. Judd, who is 
outspoken, states that the Quarantine law of 
the State of New York is sufficiently ex- 
plicit, and “gives the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners the right to quarantine any ship or 
steamer, and hold ber there until Hell freezes 
over.” He was the only one in favor of en- 
forcing the law.

Tur public do not appear to enthuse much 
over the nomination of Conkling by Ar- 
thur to the Supreme Bench. The choice 
does not grow in favor upon reflection. 
From a partisan point of view it may 
tend to harmonize the distracted Repub- 
licans of New York to remove the 
domineering marplot to the judiciary, 
where the proprietics of the position will 
constrain him to behave himself and keep 
his misechtef-inaking flogers out of the local 
polities of the Empire State. This is per- 
haps the best excuse that Arthur can give 
for making the appointment.

Tre French Government has sent acharm- 
ing person to represent that Court in this 
country, showing the high esteem in which 
our Government is held in Paris. M. Theo- 
dore Roustan, late Minister of France at 
Tunis, has been appointed Minister of France 
at Washington. His presence in Africa was 
a constant peril to M. de Freycinet’s Govern- 
ment. His adniinistration had been full of 
mistakes.. He had dealt with the Bey as 
Warren Hastings dealt with the Begums of 
Oude; he had suffered country to be 
overrun with speculators adventurers ; 
he had led France into a ruinous campaign. 
More than all, it was shown in his recent 
libel sult that Roustan had surrounded him- 
self in Tunis with a gang of adventurers, 
stock-jobbers, counterfeiters, intriguers, both 
male and female, and by other unclassified 
persons of dubious antecedents ana no pres- 
ent respectability, with whom he was on 
terms of surprising intimacy. The result 
of that trial was a virtual indorsement by 
twelve French citizens of the trutn of M. 
Rochefort's charges. It left M. Roustan 
with a damaged reputation which he has not 
since attempted to repair or vindicate. And 
yet our Government is not in posicion to make 
much fuss about the insult of sending such 
a person to represent France at Washington

MAYOR HARRISON AND THE GAMBLERS. 
Mayor Harrison still oceupies an anom- 
alous position with regard to gambling, if he 
is correctly reported. He issued an order 
last week that the gambling-houses should 
be closed, and professed that he had yielded 
aguinst his judgment to the pressure of pub- 
lic vpiuvion in taking this step for the en- 
forcement of the law. Yet he was reported 
yesterday as havimg said that he wished he 
had caused two or three of the gambling- 
houses tu be “pulled” a couple of months 
ago, because if he had done 80 all the re- 
cent flurry could have been avoided.” This 
remark would indicate that the Mayor re- 
gards the enforcement of the law on the 
gamblers as merely temporary—a passing 
sensation that will soon die out—and that the 
sensation could have been averted if of his 
own motion he had made a show of raiding 
the gamblers. He is also revorted to have 
said chat there is no more gambling in the city, 
but to have added that he still regards his 
“policy” of regulasion and protection of 
gambling to be the wisest! If he was right 
in saying the gambling-houses have been 
actually closed, even for a few days, then he 
was wrong in maintaining, as he did, that it 


was impossible to close them. If he is still . 


of the opinion that official protection of the 
gambiers is wiser than prohibition of public 
gambling, then he is certainly in a frame of 
mind to be easily convinced that the new de- 
parture is a failure, and he will readily re- 
vert to the oid practice of taking the biuck- 
legs under the eagie’s wing to protect them 
Ane trum the minions of the 

W. 

There is certainly nothmg very encourag- 
about the situation. Mr. Harrison is prob- 
ably correct in counting upon the sub- 
sidenese of public excitement on the 
gambling question; it is difficult to 
Sustain public indignation red-hot upon any 
issue for a great length of time. But 
it is clearly the duty of the City Executive to 
represent public sentiment, even when it is 
inactive. Mr. Harrison has admitted 
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gambling, but he cannot do it by any half- 
hearted measures nor by predicting the ulti- 
mate failure of the policy be nas adopted 
in deference to public opinion. He does not 
intend to de it If de looks upon the closing 
ot the gambling-houses as a transient con- 
cession to public indignation. Whatever the 
result may be, however, Mr. Harrison must 
be pretty well convinced that official recog- 
nition of gambling as one of the city’s inati- 
tutions will nat be gundened; and if there 
shall be a resumption of the nefarious busl- 
ness it is safe to predict that it will be con- 
ducted with greater secrecy, less display, and 
not nearly so mach allurement as heretofore 
under Harrison’s Administration. Even this 
will be an Improvement over the previous 
condition.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION B&FORE CON- 
GRESS. 


Emery Storrs, of Chicago, made an in- 
genious and able argument before the House 
Commerce Committee at Washington yester- 
day on the railroad question. He appeared 
on behalf of a number of Western railroads, 
and contended, first, that Congress did not 
have the lawful power, secondly, that it did 
not have the physical power, to regulate 
commerce by railroad among the several 
States. The poiht of his argument which 
made the most impression on the com- 
mittee related to the exclusive advantages 
of the New York Central Railroad. 
This being a road wholly within one 
State, would, he alleged, be exempt from the 
operation of a National law. During the 
lake navigation season It would be not only 
feasible but natural for Western shippers to 
make Buffalo in good faith a terminal pot 
Thence the shipments of grain or provisions 
would be over the New York Central, which 
could not be controlled by Congress. The 
National Government has no power to make 
any railroad complete a contract for the car- 
riage of freight beyond the limits of the 
State in which it is situated, and in the ab- 
sence of such stipulations Storrs ‘said the 
New York Central would have an advantage 
over all its competitors which were run 
through two or more States. If contracts 
existed, he believed they would be annulled 
before any act of Congress relating to them 
could go into effect. 

Storrs repeated the familiar argument that 
the effect of any law of Congress regulating 
inter-State commerce would be not to reduce 
rates at non-competing points but to increase 
them at competing puints. Such a law would 
not make the roads carry freights for less 
than cost from way-stations, but would com- 
pel chem to charge wore than a reasonable 
profit from the terminal points. It would 
operate to the disadvantage of Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Nebraska, and all West- 
ern States by requiring residents in them to 
pay through rates from Chicago, with local 
rates added, whereas many of them now get 
asingie rate to the seaboard as low or lower 
than the tariff from Cnicago. 

These arguments were rehearsed before 
the Commerce Committee of the last Con- 
gress, but they struck the members of the 
present committee with the force of a nor- 
elty. They are specious and captivating on 
a first acqualutance, but not sound in law or 
morals. It is not true Wat anybody desires 
or expects railroads to carry freights between 
terminal points at or below cost, or that 
fair-minded men wish to have the roads 
habitually make reprisals for their losses on 
through freights by taxing non-comveting 
points more than they ought to pay. The 
business community not only wishes to have 
a reusopabie tariff, but it desires a perma- 
nent tariff. It is opposed to discrimination 
as between shippers of the same class and 
quality of guvods, and it is interested far more 
in the charges of the winter season, when 
the lake and canals are closed, than it isin 
the summer rates, when all the natural 
highways are open. Mr. Storrs ignored the 
existence of a winter season. He alleged 
that the lakes formed an eveflasting com- 
mon carrier, and went unvexed to the ca. 
The truth is, that for a quarter or a third of 
the year they are vexed by ice, and aff rd no 
competition with the railroads, Yet the 
committee was taken in by this shallow 
argument, andeven Judge Reagan was not 
able to resist it successfully on the moment. 

The committee resolved, against the ear- 
nest protest of Reagan, to pustpone a further 


hearing till March 14 in order to give Mr. 


Fink. Chauncey Depew, Mr. Fergusoa, and 
Gov. Brown of Tennessee a chance to be 
heard. Reagan said that they had all been 
abundantly heard at previous sessions of 
Congress, and that their arguments were not 
in point. He wished to have this committee 
take the responsibility either of postponing 
action indefinitly or of reporting a bill of 
some kind favorably. The committee re- 
fused to accept the suggestion, and voted to 
hear no further arguments, though it was 
well aware that no action could probably be 
taken on a bill reported by it iate in the ses- 
sion. The intention to postpone action and 
defeat affirmative legisiation at this session 
seems to be only too apparent in the vote of 
the comunittee, the only voice against delay 
being that of Judge Reagan himself.

THE CHa LIOANSE QUESTION. 

Ald. Cullerton and his associates in the 
Common Oouncil who are disposed to 
pander to the doggery interests, whether 
from personal or political motives, are very 
much mistaken if they suppuse that the 
license issue is to be got rid of without put- 
ting Aldermen on the record. Because Rior- 
dan submitted a schedule of license fees 
which was intentionally unfair is not a 
reason why the proposition for increasing 
the city’s revenues in order to have more 
policemen by a proper license system 
sould not be agreed upon. It has become 
absolutely necessary to the protection of lite 
and property in this city that the police 
force should be increased, and to that end it 
is necessary to raise more money, It is idle 
to talk about securing an increase in the 
assessed valuation of property in order to 
obtain an increased revenue from direct tax- 
ation, and equally impracticable to agitate a 
constitutional amendment permitting Chi- 
cago to increase its municipal debt. Neither 
of these movements, if successful, would 
bring any relief'short of two or three years, 
and both would be unfair to the taxpayers 
so long as the saloons were permitted to 
avoid their share of the expense in repressing 
erime for which they are maiuly responsi- 
ble. 

The question which the Council is called 
upon to decide is, whether the 4,000 liquor-sa- 
loons shall be required to pay a fair propor- 
tion of the cost of an adequate pulice force, 
or whether they shall be allowed to manu- 


facture vice and crime without contributing: 


in a proper proportion to the protection of 
society against the fruits they bear, The 
Council must pass upon the license question 
in just that light. 

Controller Gurney is very decided and out- 
spoken in regzrd to licenses. He is reported 
as being in favor of a fee of $100 to beer-sa- 
loons, $200 to whisky-saloons, and a further 
charge to large saloons, to be regulated by 
the number of employés as indicating the 
relative extent of business. This isa sensi- 
ble plan, and it is to be noped that Mr. Gur- 
ney will see his way to bringing an ordinance 
before the Council containing that sugges- 
tion. Somebody must assume an aggressive 
attitude in this matter, Mayor Harrison has 


not the courage te do it; he avuided 


his late annual 
willing 


whole question in 


mes- 
sage. But perhaps he is that 
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licensing of vehicles in such manner as will 
make the owners thereof contribute to the 
repair of the street paveménts which they 
wear out. This proposition is especially fair 
iu view of the fact that the street pavements 
in this city are provided by special assess- 
ments on the abutting property, though they 
are used up by the genera! public. Consulta- 
tion with the law officers of the city would 
probably show how far the city may proceed 
in this direction. It would certainly seem 
that vehicles engaged in the delivery of 
goods, the price fur the delivery of which is 
included in the price of the goods, should be 
made to pay a license fee as well as other 
vehicles run for hire, such as express- wagons, 
hacks, ete. We are confident that if Mr. 
Gurney can be induced to frame an ordi- 
nance revising the entire list of licenge fees 
he will arrange the charges equitably and at 
the same time provide a material increase in 
the city’s revenue. . ä 

The time is drawing near when this license 
question must be decided if any benefit is to 
come of it this year, It should be forced 
upon the attention of the Council tomorrow 
evening, and at every subsequent meeting 
until a vote can be secured. The people of 
Chicago want to know the Aidermen who 
are oppused to compelling the saloons to pro- 
vide the extra police force which they have 
made necessary to the safety of lite and 
property lu this city. If the isoue be pressed 
upon the Cuuneil it will require more cour- 
age in the end to fight a proposition for an 
increase in the saloon licenses than it does 
now to advocate it.

THE FAST MAIL mat 

The discussion of the Post-Office Appro- 
priation bill in the House of Representatives 
yesterday brought out some facts of impor- 
tance. The bill appropriates $590,000 for spe- 
cial mail facilities on trunk lines. This large 
sum is confided iu bulk u, the discretion of 
the Postmaster-General. He may give it all 
to one road, or divide it among a number of 
roads. Ile ls the sole judge of what consti- 
tutes a trunk line, and may determine what 
special mall facilities would be within the 
meaning of the law. The intention of the 
House in awarding this large sum seemed to 
be to provide for expedition in the railway 
mail service. The principle of increasing 
and expediting which has obtalned so firm a 
hold in the star routes has been distinctly 
introduced in the railway service as well. 

Representative Davis, of Chicago, called 
attention to the fact that this appropriation of 
$500,000 is designed to benefit the news- 
papers in New York and other seaboard 
elles. It is useless to pretend that the most 
convenient hours have been chosen for the 
dispateh of the fast trains trom the East, or 
that the mercantile interests derive the 
greatest posslole advantage from mails which 
leave twelve hours after the close of busi- 
ness. Business-men realize comparatively 
no benefit from the west-bound newspaper- 
train from New York, inasmuch as the mail 
which it carries reaches Western points no 
earlier than the mails which are started the 
night before. 

This argument does not require the con- 
clusion either that the fast malls ought to 
be expedited or that the newspaper trains 
themselves are not proper objects of Na- 
tional support. That question must be dis- 
cussed on other grounds. The points raised 
by Mr. Davis were, first, that New York was 
not the only commercial and business centre 
in this country; and, secondly, that at least 
one fast train should be run at such a time 
as best to accommodate the business inter- 
ests, The New York and New England 
members have assumed that all the railroads 
in this country lead to the City of New York 
er Boston; that the chief object of every 
merchant, banker, editor, lawyer, physician, 
and other patron of the mails was to obtain 
quick communication with one of these 
cities; and that fast trains to and from 
them would be of equal advantage to the 
wholecouutry. This is not true. Such trains 
are of certain advantage to the whole coun- 
try. No intelligent persons who under- 
stands the subject fully would wish to have 
them abolished, or the facl.ities afforded by 
them curtalled. But they are not of equal 
advantage to the whole country. They are 
o more advantage to New York and Boston 
than any other city. They give these mar- 
kets the benefit of superior communications 
over all other markets, and, so far as their 
influence goes, tend to draw trade to them 
that would otherwise go to competing points. 

The fast mails to and from New York and 
Boston should be maintained, but they 
should be supplemented by other similar 
mails to and from the principal distributing 
points of the interior, such as Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Cincinnati. The Chicago Post- 
Omee transacts a larger business annually 
than any other in the United States except 
that in New York. Then why should it 
be deprived of facilities for reaching its 
tributary territory that are freely ac- 
corded to seaboard cities? Chieago 
is a great commercial emporium. It is of 
importance to many persons that mail com- 
munications with it should be prompt and 
efficient. There is no reason for expediting 
the railway mails between Chicago and New 
York that will not apply in the same degree 
to the service between Chicago and St. Paul, 
or Omaha, or St. Louis, or Cincinnati. 

Mr. Davis, in an amendment, proposed that 
one-fifth of the gross sum appropriated for 
this purpose should be specifically set apart 
for expediting the mails to and from Chicago, 
Cincinnati, ana St. Louis. The amendment 
was rejected. Weare not sure that the pro- 
vision was in all respects a wise one, It may 
be doubted whether the principle of expedi- 
tion should be introduced in the railway 
service, and whether the Postmaster-General 
should be vested with such large discretion 
in the disbursement of the public moneys, 
But it is quite certain that he should possess 
the same discretion for the interior cities 
that he now possesses for the seaboard cities, 
and that the whole people should not be 
taxed to give the latter malt facilities which 
the former do not enjoy. 


Mr. Sprineer, of IIlinols, a member of 
the Congressional committee to audit the 
expenses of the Garfield Illness following the 
shooting by Guiteau, has informed our cvr- 
respondent at Washington that the commit- 
tee has decided to fix the compensation of 
the surgeons at the fullowing sums: Dr. 
Bliss, $25,000; Dr. Agnew and Dr. Hamilton 
at $15,000 each; Dr. Reyburn, $10,000; Dr. 
Boynton, $1,000; Mrs. Edson, 88,000; Mr. 
Crump, $5,000. The country will not hear of 
this award without indignation, especially of 
the sum allowed Dr. Bliss. The service, 
such as it was, of Dr. Bliss was about two 
months and a half. It was largely em- 
pirical, Dr. Bliss making it the occasion of 
a continuous advertisement of himself. In 
fact, he made himself the ¢reat central 
figure of the case, and the suffering Presi- 
dent à mere secondary consideration in Dr. 
Bliss’ grand medical and surgical show. 
Dre. Agnew.and Hamilton attended as 
surgeons, summoned from their howes and 
their other patientsina reguiar way, and 
doubtless rendered every service within their 
power, conscientiously and faithtully. Dr. 
Bliss, however, pushed himself iuto charge 
of the case, over which he assumed absolute 
control, and for his own glorification. Dr. 
Boynton was a most valuable and skillful ad- 
yiser, though his services obtained no pro- 
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eessive and undeserved. To pay him at the 
rate of $130,000 A year will be positively 
scandalous, | | 


‘ REFORM OF CR MINALS 

There is one phase of the reform of crim- 
inals whieh hae never been sufficiently con- 
sidered by reformers. An immense amount 
of money and labor has been spent tu prevent 
crime, and to punish crime, and to reform 
these who are Hable to commit crime. Much 
well-meant effort has also been spent upon 
criminals in confinement, What has been 
done, or is being done, for the ex-convict 
who is striving to reform himself and to earn 
bis living honestly ? 

The Record-Unton, of Sacramento, nar- 
rates the details of a case in San Francisco 
which Illustrates the necessity of some effort 
to ald and protect discharged convicts who 
are striving to reform. A man named Frank 
Armstrong, who was not an habitaal crim- 
inal, stole an overcoat from a hotel five years 
ago while intoxicated. He was arrested, 
convicted, and sent to the penitentiary for 
a year. He served his term, and when 
he came out went honestly to work to earn 
his living. He obtained a situation, and 
behaved himself. The men who had known 
him ia prison, however, would not let him 
alone. They dDlackmailed him mercilesly by 
threatening to expose him in his real charac- 
ter as an ex-convict to his employers. He, 
knowing only too well that he would be dis- 
charged if his employers found out that he 
had deen in the penitentiary, pald them 
what they demanded, until at last, in sheer 
despair at ever escaping from their clutches, 
and determined that they should not again 
drag him down to the level from which he 
was striving to rise, which would have been 
the only escape from the wretches, he com- 
witted suicide. 

This is a fair sample of the difficulties 
which surround acunvict who is trying to 
reform. He knows that the police are con- 
tinually watching bim. lie Knows that his 
old companions in crime are dogging his 
steps, and that uniess he consents to frater- 
nize with them they will biackmail him, and 
if he refuses to satisfy their demands will 
expose him. Ue knows that all the industry, 


honesty, sobriecy, and devo.ion to his em- 


ployer’s interests he may display will count 
as nothing it they learu that they have a con- 
vict in their employment. He knows that 
society will shrink from him as it would 
from a leper if his real character is known. 
His condition has been vividly drawn by 
Victor Hugo in Jean Valjean, and by Dick- 
ens in Abel Magwitch. Moralists and ministers 
and people who have never had a temptation 
preach and prate about crime and criminals 
with little knowledge of the tremendous ob- 
stacles in the undercurrent of society con- 
fron any criminal who tries to escape 
from them or to elevaté himself to a place 
amon pectable people. Against such a 
man sdeiety sets its face. He is shunned. 
Fle is @stracised: Every avenue of honest 
labor is closed against him. He is regarded 
as a suspect even If no new crime can be 
charged against him. He has the conscious 
feeling that the first person be meets may 
betray his secret. He is hounded by his old 
associates, who threaten to do it if he will 
not consent either te pay them or to join 
them again, He knows that policemen and 
detectives are constantly watching him. He 
knows that society with cruel. injustice 
will turn against him if it ever learns 
his antecedents. What is such a man 
to do? Which way shall he turn? Upon 
whom can he rely for help, or sympathy, or 
advice? There is but one way open to him, 
and that is to go back again to his old asso- 
elates and experiences. He is driven back 
there, for his case is hopeless and helpless. 
There might be some hope for him if retorm- 
ers would abandun sentiment and pretty 
theories, and not only make themselves ac- 
aualuted with the circumstances of released 
convicts and the dangers which constantly 
surround them, buty like the Good Samaritan, 
extend the helping hand to every one of thein 
who is desirous to regain his place among 
his fellows. They cannot rise of their own 
accord, for sociew ruthiesly pushes them 
back, and then wonders that they are found 
in crime again. They must have help, and 
that help must come from society. 
THE JEWS AND JERUSALEM. 

The New York correspondent ot the Bos- 
ton Traveller relates a conversation with a 
Jewess in which the latter expressed some 
strong convictions as to the future of her 
race, and confidently looked forward to the 
day when they should again oceupy Jeru- 
salem, rebuild the Temple,.and, under their 
own anointed King, once more assert 
themselves as @ power among the nations, 
and with their wealth, their capacity for 
leadership, thelr preéminence in literature 
and the arts, and their commercial ability 
rise to still greater hights, once the foot of 
the world was taken off their necks. 

This vision of the Jewess was unquestion- 
abiy an illumination of enthusiasm anda 
longing dream of that future which has been 
more than once expressed in the songs and 
writums of the Jewish race. From the senti- 
mental side itis a high and beautiful ideal 
picture, but it is not all ideal. It is not 
alone a consummation te be desired because 
it would restore this ancient race to its an- 
cient habitat, and make the now barren and 
neglected land of Palestine brilliant with the 
triumphs of Jewish culture or glorious with 
the splendors of their high civilizatiop. 
There is a material side to this tendency of 
the Jew to return to the land o1 his fathers. 
Could such a result obtain the Holy Land 
would be a haven from persecution, and, un- 
der Jewish influences, what is now one of 
the most worthless and unimportant spots on 
earth, under the blight of Mohammedanism, 
would become one of the richest and most 
prosperous. | 

Russia and Germany have the power to 
accomplish this. Neither of them has any 
love for the Jews. The Judenhetze of the 
latter has gone as far as it dared in ostraciz- 
ing and persecuting, and making life a bur- 
den to them. The peasantry of Russia, unre- 
strained by their own Government, have 
added pillage, outrage, and murder to class- 
hatred until every civilized nation has pro- 
tested against their inhumanity. Nothing 
would be more acceptable to these two Pow- 
ers than the exclusion of the Jews from their 
teriitory, and that result is largelf. within 
their imperial possibilities. They can force 
Turkey, in the face of all the rest of Europe, 
to obey their dictation. How easy, then, 
would it be for them to make the suggestion 
to the Sultan to set off the old territory in 
ne Holy Land and a good slice along the 
coast, comprising the old Judea, as a 
Pashalik, the Sultan retaining about as 
much control, tor instance, as he now 
has over Southern Bulgaria or Albania. 
Having done this and opened it to Jew- 
ish settlement, the Jews might be granted 
their atitonomy, the Sultan retaining his 
suzerainty as long as his rule may last, 
and the territory to be under the protection 
of the Great Powers. There would be no 
opposition to such a plan, for England, Italy, 
and France have more than once intimated 
that they look upon the return of the Jews 
to Judea with favor. |

WHERE CORSETS COMs FROM. 

Mr. Catlin, the American Consul at Stutt- 
garat, in the Kingdon of Wirtembere, writes 
in one of his recent reports to the Govern- 
ment of the United States a statement of the 
corset trade of that country, especially with 
the United States. As corsets are an article 
of universal use in this country, he consid- 
ers it instructive to let the American iadies 
know how much they contribute to the em- 
ployment of the poor women in far-off 
Wirtemberg. The manufacture of woven 
corsets in that Kingdom began in 1848. Its 
progress was slow until in 1856 orders from 
the United States gave a strong impetus to 
the trade, but the great development of the 
trade began in 1865, at the close of the War 
in the United States. 

Since that time, one third of the total 
value of all the.exports of Würtemberg to 
the United States has been in woven corsets. 
The total annual production (in 1880) of cor- 
sets in the Kingdom is 1,250,000, valued at 
$750,000, requiring 40,000 pounds of cottan- 
yarn. The industry requires sixteen distinct 
processes in the change of the raw material 
to the finished corset. These are the weav- 
ing, cutting-out, stiching, stamping, em- 
broidering, insertion of whalebones, puneh- 
ing eyelet-holes, washing, starching, shaping, 
ironing, eyeletting, clasping, measuring, and 
boxing. In the manufacture of these gouds 
1,700 hand-ivoms and about 4,500 persons are 
employed. About 1,700 are male weavers. All 
the work except the weaving is done by female 
operatives, and most of the work is done 
at home. These wonren earn an average 
of $6.50 per month, and the male weavers 
from $17 to $18 per month. The new French 
tariff bas cut off the trade with that country, 
though the trade with the United States, 
England, and South -Aimerica is still main- 
tained. -The German tariff, by increasing 
the duty on yarn, has also injured the 
profits of the business, Following the close 
of the American War, the export of these 
corsets to the United States, which had bern 
about $250,000 a year, rapidly increased in 
1866 to $986,000, and in 1872 to $1,119,000, but 
since then has declined to $317,000 in 1880, 
and rose ugain in 1881 to $500,000. 

There were imported to this country in 
1881 about 15,000 dozen corsets, valued at not 
less than $6 per dozen, and over 50,000 dozen 
of an average value of $9 per dozen. On these 
there was levied and collected a duty of 
$187,500, or about 35 per cent. The cost 
prive of the best quality landed In this coun- 
try was a fraction less than 75 cents a corset, 
which, adding the duty, made the cost over 
$1 each. 

The great increase in the Wirtemberg 
production and sale of corsets to this coun- 
try following for several years the close of 
our War was due to the increased demand 
from this country to supply the colored pop- 
ulation, to whom emancipation for the firat 
time made corsets an indispensable article of 
dress. From 1865 to 1872 there were purhaps 
ten millions of corsets sent to the United 
States, at a cost, with the duty added, of 
about the same number of dollars. The 
mauufacture of cheaper goods and of in- 
ferior materials has since then reduced the 
consumptionef Wirtemberg eursets in this 
country to about 35/,00) a year. 


A CASE was recently decided in a Canadian 
court which establishes an importaat point as to 
the riguts of church worsbipers.

The Court de- 
cided that a pew is like a berth in & sleep ing- 
car. The person who bires it can sleep or stay 
awake, and can snore or not, a6 seemeth good 
unto him. Furthermore, 26 snoring is not an 
act of volition, but is incidental to the relaxa- 
tien of certain musules, there is no malice or pre- 
meditated matevolesce io it, Consequently the 
snorer is not a vicious disturber of the peave of 
the church.” The suorer has returned to 
bis place, and the brethren now threaten 
that at the expiration of the tinie for 
which he bas bired the pew it shall not 
be relet to bim. In answer, the boid snorer says 
he will apply for a mandamus compelling tme 
church to rent him the pruperty. The case is. 
an aggravating one, but it would seem as if some 
meaus might be devised that would make it so 
lively for the saover that he would take hümself 
and bis trumpet elsewbere.

THE JEWS. 

The Mansion House Committee for the re- 
lief of the Jews will send out Mr. Lawrence 
Oliphant to administer the fund, which now 
amounts to over £530,000, Mr. Oliphant 
tells me that 2000 Hebrews have 
fled into Austria, where they are 
starving. He will go to them first. The 
committee has placed an installment of 
£1,000 in his hands, and he leaves here on 
Monday. Mr. Oliohant intends to send 
many of the better class to Pales- 
tine, where employment has been se- 
cured for them. Sir A. T. Galt, the 
Canadian Commissioner here, offers to pro- 
vide for any number in Manitoba, but that 
region’s cavab..ities have not yet been tested, 
and the committee will not advise the 
refugees to emigrate there. It is desirable 
that the Relief Committee in New York 
should place itself in comimunicanon with

A great fight is going oh here for posses- 
sion of the Atlantic & Great Western.

New York, Feb. 25.—Among the passengers 
who were landed at Castie Garden from the 
steamship Wuesiand, from Antwerp today, was 
Leopold Daen, a man about 4 «years 
of age, whose dead was ornamented by 
two well-developed borns.

Mr. Daen's case was in- 
vestigated by several European physicians and 
sufreons, with the view of ascertaining if the 
borns cvuid be amputated. lt was 
demded that amputauon would be danger- 
ous to his life, as the appendages were 
found to be composed of a bony suustance and, 
in fact, a burt vf the ekuil itself.

Rapid Transit That Is Not Rapid or 
Chea 


P. 

Residents in Hyde Park complain that the ac- 
commodations for suburban transit on the IIli- 
nois Central are inferior to those provided by 
other railroads. Examination shows this to be 
correct. Although the Illinois Central has the 
finest right of way of any railroad entering the 
city, and has succeeded in ciosmg almost every 
street that formerly gave the public access to 
the lake across its tracks, and although it has 
the best suburban business of any Chicago rail- 
road, this road does not handle this important 
business so cheap or expeditiously as other 
roads. The suburban travel northward, 
for instance, aiong the Lake Shore goes 
faster and pays less than that which goes south- 
ward along the lake shore. From Chicago to 
Summerdale on the Northwestern the distance 
is 6.6 miles; from Chicago to Hyde Park on the 
Illinois Central it is 6.53 miles. The trains on the 
Northwestern do this distance in 21 to 27 min- 
utes, which is nothing wonderful, but it is better 
than the Lilinois Central, which consumes 22 to 
40 minutes in going not quite so far. In the time 
it takes the Illinois Central to run 6.53 
miles to Hyae Park the Northwestern runs 
to Evanston, 11.5 miles. To Wiimette, on 
the Northwestern Road, the distance is 14 miles: 
to Kensington, on the Lilinois Central. it is 14.52 
miles. The fastest train makes Wilmette in 35 
minutes; the best time to Kensington is % 
minutes; the slowest time to Wilmette is 52 
minutes; to Kensington, 70 minutes. In fares 
the same difference is noticeable. Semi-annual 
individual tickets to Hyde Park are $27; to Sum- 
merdale. $24: to Evanston, $36; to East 
Roseland, a corresponding distance on the 
lilinois Central, $41; to Wilmette, $37.50; 
to Kensington, „ It is evident the 
Illinois Central, with the best ibilities for 
rapid transit of any surtace road in Chicago, doe 
not begin to do what it might. The property- 
owners and residents of Hyde Park could make 
no better investment than to procure the con- 
struction of some competing system of rapid 
transit, say down Cottage Grove avenue to Pull- 
man, with a branch to South Chicago.

Pushing the Lake-Shere Drive North- 
ward to Lake Forest. 

An extension of the Lake-Shore drive was 
practically effected last week by the action of 
the Trustees of Lake View in turning over Lake 
View avenue to the Lincoln Park Commissioners, 
This will extend the Lake-Shore drive halt a mile. 
Beyond that point the consent of property- 
owners will have to be the meaus of prolonging 
it. Thisis certain to be easily obtained, as all 
8 are anxious to have the road con- 

nued. It will easily reach Evanston. Between 
Evanston and Winnetka the road goes within 
just the right landscape distance of the lake. 
Highland Park and Lake Forest are now being 
joined by a road along the shore through the ex- 
ertions of the enterprising capitalists who own 
the old S. J. Walker tract. Plaus have already 
been talked over for meeting them on the south 
and carrying drive to Glencoe. As Glen- 
coe is but three miles from Winnetka, and 
the intervening perty is in such hands that a 
road near the edge of the biutf could be easily 
obtained, and would be of great benefit, it will 
be seen that the prospects are good for a lake- 
shore road all the way from Chicago to Lake 
Forest. This would give the people of Cook 
County thirty miles of as beautiful a drive as 
any to be found in the world, skirt the lake, 

: ravines, and f the

Such a drive would be a joy forever, and, as 
Central Park in New York and Chicago 
parks huve already done, would add many times 
its cost to the value of the adjoining real es- 
tate. 


Migh Price of Brick and the 
Ring. 

Building operations continue ata standstill, 
owing to the high prices of materials, particu- 
larly of brick, which cause capitalists and others 
who want to build to hold off in the expectation 
of a decline. 

I noticed the article on brick in your paper 
last Sunday.“ said one gentleman to a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday, “and rejoiced to hear that 
Chicago brick were larger, stouter, and 
more durable than any other made. 
It was news to me. I[ don't believe 
it. 1 know something about the article, 
and, in my opinion, the light brick made at 
Grand Haven, Whitehall, and Muskegon, on the 
east side of the lake, are fully as large and in 
every way better that those turned out bere. 
There is better clay, better sand, and better ma- 
terial for burning brick over there. The In- 
diana pressed brick is a better brick than we 
can make in Chicago, and it was epid last season 
for $l4a thousand. I never heard of one find- 
ing fault with the Indiana or Michigan brick. 
Brick can be made cheavcr in those States than 
here, and I know that the people on the 
eastern shore are fully alive to the importance 
of supplying the demands of Chicago. Freights 
will be cheap. Brick can be brought as ballast 
from many sections. That will be an advantage, 
and they can be put ou the docks comparatively 
near the buildings. From information iu my 
possession I know that brickmaking on the 
eastern shore will be largely increased this year, 
and brickmakers here will find a competition 
from bere that they do not dream of.“ 

“A week ago.“ said another capitalist, “ the 
ring here was asking $15 and $16 a thousand for 
brick. Today I can get all 1 want for $12 and 
$15; but that is too much. About a year ago 
brick were selling for $7, and the price wouldu't 
be where it is now but for the combination 
which controls all the brick bere. But these 
fellows won't be able to corner the market next 
year. Makers in Indiana and Michigan, who 
can fabricate just as good a brick, and at much 
less cost, intend to compete with them 
this year, as there is woney brick 
for them at $7 and $7.50. Makers 
here teil me that brick will be $8 inJune. That 
isn’t so bad. batif I can get a better foreign 
brick for $7.50 1 am going to take it. I won't 
encourage a ring.” 

„ Brick will be abundant here before the 10th 
of June,” said a prominent contractor, and 
will be as low as $8, if not lower. as outside par- 
ties are going to send here what they make to 
compete for the Chicago trade. If prices 
don’t © out of sight there will be 
more vilding done in Chicago during 
the coming season than for many years. Some 
new yards are to be started here, nearer to the 
city, so that the cost of bauling will be less. 
Many fine residences will be builtif prices are 
kept within bounds. There is a great demand 
for the better class of tenant-houses. Parties 
are coming here and going into business and 
want to use all their capita! in it. They are after 
first-class bouses—are willing to pay $1,500, 
$1,900, and $2,000 a year. But capitalists wont 
build because they can get good rents now. They 
jook to the future, when rents are apt to be 
lower, and they won't invest unless they are rea- 
sonably sure of getting a fair average return 
for their money.’

EARLY CHICAGO. 


A Veteran Indiana Visiter Tells How 
the Hamlet of 1832 Grew into the 
Magnificent Metropolis of the North- 
west, with Over Half a Million People. 

Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

MARSHFIELD, Warren Co., Ind., Feb. 13.—In 
the winter of 1831-’32,a young map, a neighbor 
by the name of Bush, worked for my father in 
the Town of Lincoln, Addison County, Vt., 
cutting wood. The following spring he went out 
to Fort Dearborn and engaged in business. The 
place was an outlandish one at the head of Lake 
Michigan, and almost beyond the borders of civ- 
ilization. It had a population of several hun- 
dred inbabitants, but was considered not the 
most healthy place. My acquaintafice soon suc- 
cumbed to the hardships of border life ana died. 
In 1848 the writer gravitated to the same place. 
It had then become a town of 17,000 inbabitants, 
and there was a lively skirmish between it and 
Milwaukee as to which was the largest and most 
important town. There were no railroads en- 
tering there; there was not a street in the place 

ved. The sidewalks were planked with 

rds, and every few steps one end of a plank 

would be broken off, leaving a nice pit-hole for 
obe to stumble into. 

The mud was so deep on the west side of a 
stream that scemed to run into Lake Michigan 
that some fellow who jad got stalled in the mud 
ieft his coat and umbrelia, with the placard, 
Gone to China.” Long John Wentworth was 
iu Congress J. V. Scammor was trying to 
get there. But it was too much of an under- 
taking. Harvey B. Hurd had just started a iaw 
once on the west side of the above-named 
stream, and was boarding with a Mr. Gray 
[Moses?}, who kept a hostelry in the neighbor- 
hood. entwortb rau the Democrat ina vean- 
pole sort of a brick building on a street named 
in honor of the famous La Sale [45 La Satie 
street].

Cormick was manufacturing reapers on the 
north side of the above-named muddy waters. 
Calvin De Woif was perhaps the most promi- 
pent lawyer; and Judge John M. Wilson pre- 
sided at the Court- House, which stood in tue 
northeast corner of the square. The Michigan 
Centrai Railroad was coming into New Butfalo 
from across the peninsula of Michigan, from 
which point the wayfarer crossed over in a 
steam boat. 

About this time gold was discovered in Cali- 
fornia, and a meeting was beid by the citizens 
of the above town during the winter of 1848 40 
to take into consideration the feasibility of go- 
ing to California. It was decided unanimously 
to go, and in the spring very many went. lu 
1 a Lincoln townsman by the name of Joseph 
Blanchard. who bad accumulated $6,000 by scil- 
ing goods and potions at a corper store, went to 
the above-named place and invested his casn as 
a contractor on lilinois & Michigan Canal, 
then being built. In 1842 he came back again 
minus bis cash and went to work by day's work. 
Heagain went West, but whether he ever suc- 
ceeded in building a canal I never learned. My 
first advent on waters was in the 
side-wheel steamer Sultaua, commanded by 
Capt. Gilman Appvelby, of Buffalo. 

In 1800 I atten a National Convention at 
the same . It now had a population of 
100,000, Long John's beanpole brick was 
overshadowed by the massive structures on 
every hand.

A meeting of the creditors of H. O. Kenyon & ; 


Co., of the Board of Trade, was held yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. G. C. Culver in the chair. A bout 
seventy-five were present. Mr. Gillette read 
the statement of the firm's affairs, which showed 
that the total indebteduess at the time of fail- 
ure was $512,000. Of this $323,000 was on the 
Board of Trade. The amount up in margins 
was $211,000, leaving $112,000 due members of 
the board. The house owes the Watertown 
Bank $90,000, friends in Watertown $30,000, and 
sundry creditors $60,000. 

The nominal assets were $320,000, which were 
vained at $90,000 or $100,000. They were made 
up chietiy of notes, some of which were consid- 
ered worthiess, and of debts due from custom- 
ers who had failed to send in their margins 
when called for. About $230,000 of the assets 
were looked upon as not worth anything, being 
margins which none of the customers would be 
likely to pay. 

The committee who had previously examined 
the accounts recommended the creditors to 
take 25 cents cash, which Kenyon & Co. offered. 
On motion of Mr. Bensley, it was voted as the 
sense of the meeting that the offer be accepted. 
It remains for the tirm to get the creditors to 
sign a petition to take this offer, The state- 
ment created a sensation in the meeting, and a 
long discussion followed.

ORNITHOLOGY. 


A Study of Lady Birds. 
London Truth, 

Our Very Own Ornithologist has made a special 
study of the ‘ Love-Birds’ (Amantes), and these 
are his notes on the females of this remarkabie 
group: 

Now these are the most difficult wild-fowi to 
discourse of, because of their waywardness and 
exceeding cunning; for they are at times vastly 
catertaining, because of their odd tumblings 
and varieties of flight. At times they are 
gloomy, aad mope in corners; at times exceed- 
ingly blithe; and at times, especially when met 
with in floeks in the country-house tree, the 
Amantes are au intolerable nuisance. The prin- 
cipal varieties are: 

The Young Unengaged-Bird, or Flapper (Sep- 
tei ‘ccemia suavis),—She is slight, light, and 
bright, fond of the the society of the OCousin- 
Bird; chatters a good deal at feeding-time. Is 
addicted to meaningless interrogations, round 
games, bonbons, fragments of the slangberry, 
and semi-plucked Undergraduate- Birds, upon 
which she feeds voraciously. 

She ts frequently found chirruping with oth- 
ers of der tribe at the pluming or “ Come-to- 
my-room-and-brush-your-hair” bour. Can be 
developed. A variety of the unen 
is sometimes met with in very s 2 
water. It is called the Mature Moorheu 
(Virgo antiqua), and is izable by its two 
quaint side-combs, its nest full of old letters. 
and the excellent terms upon which it lives with 
the cats of the district. 

The Engaged-Bird or Fiancée (rpectans 
Generally seen litt mysteriously round the 
trousseau-tree. io the even prefers sitting 
out on a branch and watching Flappers; has 
been known to smile on the Best-Man Bird and 
cause much irritation thereby. Asa rule feeds 
with one claw concealed, ana is mvariabliy lost 
at a picnic, much to the amusement of the Ma- 
tron- Birds and envy of the Fiappers. The flesh is 
white and soft. 

The Old- Bird (Jitonea sapiens).—She has an 
odd smart way of snapping up the 
beetle, and is known as he id-cleva,’ or 
“*Get-the-best-of-you.” As a rule keows 3 

t deai more than is good for her. This bird 

s frequentiy fed by the Warnor-Bird, with a 
spicy kind berry, chiefly found in France, 
called the “ riskee-storee."" She generally car- 
ries under her wing a peculiar fangus—the puff 
ball—with whieh ete smooths ber beak. She can

imitate the cry of the Flap 
justly remarks, “ forasm asshe hath been 
frequentiy ensnparea, she knoweth all the 
fowier’s craft.” She ts not so tender as the 
Erpectana, but very diverting for ail that, and 
has been observed to be very attentive and 
polite to the Middle-aged Single Guidfineb, whose 
nest she frequently warms for nim. 

The Beware-of-Her (Caprictosa).—This mar- 
velous fow! bath given much delight and done a 
vast deal of mischief. She is passionate, cruel, 
and cor-nivorous, or heart-devouring, and many 
fowlers have perished in attempting to capture 
her. The chief tures used in ber pursuit are the 
eS — the Bangie- tle, the Dry 
Widow or Vereve Cliqguot See, the Box-and-Su pper- 
Caterpiller, and the Devotion-Grub. This last 
she devours greédly, frequen offering the 
Snup-Snailin return. As a rule she falls prey 
to any creature that is pictoresque, interesting, 
new, and extravagant. When captured sheis 
fora time very winsome and entertaining; but 
aftersome months will k at the bars of her 

and exhibit signs of fretfuigess. 
this time the only food she 
will eat is new larks. When snared by the love- 
noose she isa rare delicacy. She is provoking 
and petulant as u rule. She is often nice, some- 
times a perfect starling or Ir 
agreeable, and always to be avo by the 
Peace-of-mind Bird. 

The True Love- Bird (Fidelis).—This bird is now 
totally extinet; but the following illustrations 
willconvey some idea of what her habits proba- 
biy were at the time Dodos were met with 
in Picadilly:

FINANCIAL WOES IN PARIS. 


The Catholic Book Collapse—Caught in 
the Crash of L’ Union Generale—Fight- 
ing the Jews Proved D sastrous. 

New York Tribune. 

Paris, Feb. 9.—The bourse crash and the col- 
lapse of the Union Générale will have a bad et- 
fect apon the carnival. Instead or giving fancy 
balis and afternoon dances fine ladies will 
this spring be closeted with auctioneers’ 
clerks, who have been summoned to make 
inventories of their goods and chattels. The 
ivory hawmers of the salesmen at the Rue 
Drouet mart will be busier than ever they have 
been since that establishment was created. I 
hear that the best part of the fortune which the 
Marquis de Caux extracted trom Patti's voice 
has been engulfed at the bourse. Prince Philip 
of Coburg, son-in-law of the King of the Bel- 
gians, invested 3,000,000 francs in L’ Union 
Générale, and as he did not sell his scrip 
when prices were high, has now only liabilities. 
The Emperor of Austria, who was 4 personal 
friend of Boatoux when he directed the South 
Bahn or South Trunk Railway, between Vienna 
and Venice, is reported to have lent that specu- 
lator 30,000,000 francs, which had with other 
moneys inherited from the late Emperor Ferdi- 
nand and piaced in the Bank of England. 
80 great was his Majesty's confi- 
dence in the honesty and intelligence 
of the man, that be might have lent another 
very important sum to bim he not been 
foreed into the bankruptcy court by bis arrest. 
This step was taken at the iustance of the 
Kothechiids and M. Leon Say, in order to force 
the Tribunai of Commerce, some judges of 
which were interested in the Union Genérale, to 
deciare this bank insolvent. Vicomte de la 
Panouze, a nephew of Marshal MacMahon, is 
utterly ruined by the collapse vf Boutoux. 

Among the fortunes that bave gone down in 
the wreck of the Union Générale should be in- 
cluded 5,000,000 francs belonging to the Comte 
de Chambord, 17,000,000 francs belonging to the 
Prince and Princess de Broglie, and 3,000,000 

rapes belonging to the Pringess Odescalchi. The 
fatiure of the bank in which the Duke of Cum- 
beriand had invested 3,000,000 marks, or 3,750,000 
francs, was owing to the collapse of 
Bootoux. That noble personage is 
the legitimate King of Hanover, and being 
warri to the Prinecss Thyra of Denmark is 
the brother-in-law of the Empress of Russia, 
tho Princess of Wales, and the King of Greece. 

The loss he has just experienced he must feel 

severely, as he continues to keep up those 

Hanoverians who were impoverisbed through 

their fidelity to his house. It was Herr Windt- 
horst. the leader of the Catholic group in the 

German Parliament, who recommended the in- 

vestment woich has proved a disastrous one.

I had a talk with Alice Harrison's father about 


the battle scene, and he told me about a realistic 
act of that kind occurring in London years ago. 
A man named Gomersal and (the now old) 
George Conquest, were the managers of a little 
place in Goodman’s Fields, White Chapel, cele- 
brated as the theatre in which Garrick piayed, 
and which in those days, as well as now, is 
known asthe Garrick Theatre. Gomersal was 
famous as the personator of Bonaparte in a 
melodrama called “Waterloo.” On one Oc» 

easion the Duke of Wellington saw this play, 
. ‘Gomersal, said he thought he 
was on that historic fieid again, gave him a silver 
snuff-box, and turned poor Gomersal’s head. 
When he got to be joint manager of the Garrick 
nothing would do but he must produce his 
speciaity—and produce it he did in great style. 
The Garrick is a little bit of a plastered box, 
with a stage about fifteen by twenty feet. But 
Gomersal used his influence with the Duke, 
bad soldiers loaned him from the Tower, 
and ordnance furnished by the Crown. The 
play proceeded; the battle act arrived; the real 
soldiers dashed on; whang went a piece of the 
heavy artillery, and off went a piece of the roof. 
The Waterloo business was only bat 
settled when the sides of the Garrick 
were riddied. Goodman's Fields were rampant, 
a real war was being waged in weir 
midst. But,“ said Mr. Harrison, Bonaparte, 
by Gomersal,. was no fool of a General to be 
easily defeated; while a round of ammunition 
lasted he defied the Duke, and by that time the 
roof was all blown off,a mob held the streets, 
Garrick’s Theatre was riddied like a sieve, and 
for three years they never held another the- 
atrical performance inside it.”

George Hankins Indicted Again-The 
Grand Jury Begins War on the Gam- 
blers Tomorrow. 

The grand jury returned eleven indictments 
yesterday morning. One of them was 

AGAINST GEORGE HANKINS FOR KEEPING A 

GAMING-HOUSE. 

A capias was at once issued for him, and Bailiff 

Severin and Detective Monaban arrested him on 

Clark street. He, however, wasn't in custody 

very long, as the Sheriff accepted a bond for 

$500, with Jonn Dowling and Charles E. Erby as 
sureties. As Hankins is required to ap- 
pear before Judge Smith in the 

Branch Criminal Court at 10 o'clock Monday 

morning, he will not have a hearing at the 

Armory. It will be remembered that his case 

was set for 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. Per- 

haps it was to avoid appearing for the first time 
in the Police Court, or to show that be means 
business, that State’s-Attorney Mills had the 
matter brought before the grand jury yesterday 
morning. Capt. Buckley and some other qaflicers 
gave an account of the last raid onthe Hankins 
place, and the jury did not deliberate very 
long. Some of the gambling implements capt- 
ured were brought into court, and Judge Bar- 
num made an order that they be held as evi- 
dence. The remainder can be ordered 
destroyed by Justice Wailace. This is 
the second indictment against George Hankins. 

Both cases are good ones, and, unless the juries

six months. 
THE GRAND JURY AFTER THE GAMBEHRS. 


It was stated yesterday that the present grand 
jury would be apt to begin an 2 of 
the gambling question Tuesday. It is now un- 
derstood that, owing to the fact that its term of 
service expires Saturday—that the harvest is 
large, and the time for reaping is short—the 
investigation will begin tomorrow morning and 
will oceupy the better part of each day 
during the week. The first step was 
taken esterday in the indictment of 
George Hankins, and that will be followed, it is 
believed, by the indictment of all the other 
prominent gambiers in town. The first wit- 
nesses to 4 — called will e de Mayor Har- 
rison, Tom Currier, lef of Detectives, and 
other police officers, and aiso a number of news- 
* men who are believed to bave informa- 

on the subject. But in view of the fact 
— the police will ciaim that all the gaming- 
houses are shut at present, and since reporters, 
while morally sure of the correctness of the 
facts they state, are not alw able to swear 
to them in a court of j „it is probable 
that recourse will have to be for 
convincing and clinching testimony, the 
evidence of — —— have been robbed and 
swindied in ae eee. it would be 
well, IAI that’s allwho have lost money, 
and who are able to swear with any positiveness 
to the place where they lost it, and to the person 
who was the owner of the establishment, shouid 
appear before the grand jury during the morn- 
ing bours of this week and give their testimony. 
Among the witnesses to be called is the young 
man Wright, a clerk for Fred James & Co., the 
insurance agents, who lost a large sum of money 
belonging to his employers at Hankins’ house, 
who will be able to give some interesting and 
valuable evidence. 

In addition to its gaming investigation, the 
grand jury will also goon with the jail and bail 
cases, especiaily the * · 1 devoting to them 
the afternoons and nights of each day. While 
it would be a good thing for the interests of the 
. — if they could give their entire time to in- 

icting the gambiers, yet tne public must re- 
member that there are 100 odd persons in jail 
who have been held to await the action of the 

grand jury. About half of these on the average 
will be discharged when their cases are investi- 
gated, and it would therefore be not only an in- 
justice to them to force m to remain in jail 
until another grand jury is impaneled, but it 
would also be an injustice to the county, which 
2% cents a day for board 
of them. It is imperatively 
ry attend to these jail cases 
in order that the innocent may be discharged 
and the guilty brought to speedy trial. So if 
indictments are not returned against all the 
gambiers in Chicago, the public must under- 
stand that it is not the fault of the grand jury, 
but that it is simply due to a lack of time. 

In the meanwhile all who can give testimony 
should not wait for subpcenas, but should pre- 
sent themseives tomorrow or Tuesday morning 
at the door of the grand jury room ready to 
testify, or send their name and addresses to Mr.

CHARCOAL SKETCHES. 


The Ego-Pessimist. 
: To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—There are some peopie who 
seem to bonestily believe that this worid is sadly 
out of joint—all run down at the heel, as it were; 
that the machinery of the uhiverse is becoming 
rickety and demoralized generally, and is no 
longer fit for the habitation of its tenants; that 
a few years hence we schall awake some morning 
and find everything in a demnition-bow-wow 
condition, all gone to pieces in a one-horse-shay 
fashion. and original chaos again reigumg su- 
preme. 

These croaking pessimistic sort of folks are 
few in number, but by perseverance and general 
perverseness Manage to create an unlimited 
amount of friction in the world. They see noth- 
ing in the civilization of the nineteenth century 
but evil, and will stake their reputation and 
veracity and fortify their position by facts and 
figures—those modern maternal parents of lies— 
that the world has been retrograding iu a geo- 
metrical progression since the days when Adam 
and Eve engaged in the fruit business in Para- 
dise. 

These cross-grained, dyspeptic people seem to 
have spent all their days and nights in ponder- 
lug over Burton's Anatomy of Melancholy, 
Walt Whitman's poetry, or Mark Twain's 
“Roughing It.“ They appear to have been 
born in the dark of the moon, on Biack Fridays, 
their food to have been sour apples and worm- 
wood, and their drink from the bitter waters of 
Mara. They arise in the morning with a frown, 
though all nature beside be clothed in 
loveiiness. This frown increases as the days, 
weeks, and years go by, until at last it becomes 
a scowl like that pictured by Milton on the face 
of Satan, which made hell grow darker. They 
are the Cariyleistic characters in whose being 
there exists not one drop of joy and hope, and a 
hearty laugh throws them into violent 
convulsions. They wear blue spectacies, are 
surrounded by a biue atmosphere, walk 
upon a blue earth, under a blue sky, die a blue 
death, and for aught I know are surrounded by 
blue biazes in the world to come. Murder is a 
crime, but if some crank would conceive the 
idea and annihilate these melancholy, morose 
dyspeptics we would have fewer ciouds and 
mere sunshine for the next thou- 
sand years. With willing hands they 
would tear dowa the hallowed moo- 
uments erected byan always charitable public 
over the graves of Eschylus, Sophocies, Aris- 
sto, Macchiaveli, Moliére, Göthe, Schiller. 
Shakspeare, Garrick, Lytton, and Jonson, and 
would dig up the ashes of the long line of great 
actors and cast them into the waters of some 
unknown Severne because some other meu at 
other times wrote something for or said some- 
thing vulgar on the stage. 

There is another class of bibeds who are twin 
brothers of those I have described and are yoke- 
fellows of the former, who are Known as egoists.

Thomas Well Pleased with the Prep- 
arations So Far. 

Theodore Thomas, the musical director who is 
to conduct the May Festival, arrived in the city 
Friday. and led the chorus rénearsals Friday 
evening and last night. In an interview held 
with Mr. Thomas at the Grand Pacifie Hotel last 
evening,in reference to the arrangements for 
the festival and the prospects of its success, he 
stated that the Chicago festival would be one of 
the largest and grandest musiagi festivals ever 
held in this country. ä 0 

“How are you satisfied with the progress 
made by the choruses?’ was asked. 

“They have accomplished a wonderful de- 
gree of perfection,” responded Mr. Thomas. 
Jam more than satisfied. Mr. Tomlins, who is 
directing the sub-rehearsals, is deserving of the 
highest praise for his painstaking and success- 
ful work. Since my last visit here, two months 
ago, the improvement in the choruses has been 
simply remarkable.” 

Is this your last review of the choruses?” 

By no means. While thé discipline is strict, 
and they have achieved a precision of move- 
ment as gratifying as it was unexpected, there 
are many features that command my own por- 
sonal supervision. I shall be here again about 
the ist of April and hold the final rehearsal with 
my orchestra.”

“Of what have the rehearsals so far con- 
sisted?”’ 

“Well, last evening we tried the ‘Jubilate,’ 
by Handel. It is mostly choral work, and will 
be the opening of the festival, We aiso tried 
portions of the ‘Ninth Symphony,’ and also of 
the grand closing piece of the festival, which 
will be The Fall of Troy,“ by Berlioz: It will be 
the first time of its production in this 
couatry, and it is comparatively new in the 
old country, being yet ip the manuscript. 
Tonight we rebearsed the Mass.“ by Sehu- 
mann, and Bach's Cantata. Everything moved 
off smootbly and satisfactorily, and I shall re- 
turn to New York fully satisfied that the Chi- 
cago Festival is an assured success.”

POLYGAMY. 


THE JEWISH SCRIPTURES IN RELATION TO IT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CA. Feb, 23.—It is not often I differ, se- 
riously, with my friend Dr. Thomas; but his 
position of the Jewisn Scriptures and polygamy 
must not pass without protest. It places him 
among the blind guides” who would lead the 
world forward by the light of a stationary lamp 
rar iu the rear. He states that polygamy 18 
contrary to the Hebrew and Christian Scriptures 
in their spirit.“ As Scripture is writing, bow 
can one distinguish between that Which is writ- 
ten and the spirit of it? True, in an extended 
Scripture some one part of it may be out of bar- 
mony with the general tenor, and thus be con- 
trary to the spirit of the whole; or there may be 
something in the circumstances under which it 
was written to give ita significance stronger or 
weaker than the words indicate; but it is a sound 
rule which interprets each document by the face 
of it. “What I have written, I bave written,” and 
I mean no more or jess than my words imply, is 
the only honest criterion for any writing. ried 
by this criterion, where does Dr. Thomas find in 
the Hebrew or Christian Scriptures * either let- 
ter or spirit contrary to polygamy ? 

The thing called Christianity is built on Abra- 
ham. It is the worship of “the God of Abra- 
dam,“ and constantly holds Abraham up as the 
great exemplar of that faith which alone saves 
to the uttermost. The first account in the He- 
prew Scriptures of a man living with more than 
one woman is thatof Abraham, the one only 
favorit of God. He talks freely with the Deity; 
angels come and talk and argue with him, and 
stay to dinner; they discuss the sins of Sodom 
ond Gomorrab,and never bint that there was any- 
thing wrong in the pious old patriot baving a lot 
of conéubines. When the head one, Hagar, be- 
came offensive to his wife, the Lord came to get 
him out of the trouble. and authorized him to turn 
this concubine and their son adrift, to live or 
die, survive or perish; comforted bim with 
promises of more Divine favor, but never binted 
that there was anything wrong in his relations 
with Hagar or his other concubines. 

Tbroughout the entire course of the familiar 
relations of Abraham and the Deity, we have no 
notice that chastity isa duty. Abraham sold his 
wife to Pharaoh, took her wages while she lived 
in the royal barem, and started, with them, a 
cattle and slave breeding farm! God helped him 
by making it uncomfortabie for Pharaoh when 
it seemed to the Divine mind that Abraham had 
enough “sheep, and oxen, and be asses, and men 
servants and maid servants, and she asses and 
camels,” and that it was time he should have his 
profitable wife back again. This Sarah was 
quite a heroine and a beauty; for, long years 
after she bad beer dismissed trom Pharaoh's 
harem and her husband ordered to take ber out 
of Egypt, when she was an old woman, Abime- 
lecb, another King, took her into his harem, and 
gave Abrabam more “sheep and oxen, and men 
servants and women servanis,” and permitted 
the pious busband and his handsome wife to live 
in his country. 

This whole story is minutely told in the He- 
brew Scriptures, and it was after this experience 
that Sarah became the motber of the promised 
Isaac, whose children alone of all the millions 
of earth shoud have the knowledge or favor of 
God. It was after this that she drove the woman 
she had induced ber husband to debauch out 

the starve or do worse. Ex- 
cept Jesabel, Sarah is the one only woman 
whose history is given in the HebrewScript- 
ures who never did anything commendabic, 
and whose person was sold and resold, and was 
always in the murket. She is the patteru pros- 
titute of the Hebrew Scriptures, and the only 
woman of the Old Testament who is beid up in 
the New as a model for ali Christian women for 
ali time. She called Abraham Lord,” and this 
mark of deference to the superior sex, with 
rhaps that implicit obedience to the wishes of 
er Lord which made her the paramour of 
Pharaoh and Abimelech, was so great a virtue 
that she alone of all the Oid Testament heroines 
is named by St. Peter as the pattern woman. 

Where in this Abraham and Sarab stury can 
Dr. Thomas find a spirit contrary to polygamy? 
Where in the Hebrew Scriptures can he find one 
line or word contrary to polygamy? 

The last act recorded of the patriarch Abra- 
ham is giving gifts to the sonsof his concubines, 
and sending them away from Isaac, and no hint 
of any wrong im bis having coucubines. On the 
contrary, the incident is plainly meant to en- 
hance his patriarchal glory. 

From Abraham the Hebrew Scriptures advance 
on that line. Of Abraham's women only one was 
calied wife; but when Jacob comes on the stage 
be takes Leah to wife, then Rachel, then Rachel 
gives him Himah, her handmaiden, to wife.“ 
and Leah. not to be outdone in efforts to win his 
tavor, gives him Zilpah, her maid, to wife.“ 
Here are four women distinctly recognized by 
the Hebrew Scriptures as wives of one man at 
one and the same time. 

That man was the one only favorit of God 
then on earth. The list of his wives and the 
number of his children and cattle are given as 
signe of the Divine favor. and there is no word 
that the number of his wives, any more than his 
mode of buying a birthright or increasing his 
flocks, was not in strict accerdance with the Di- 
vine will. Weare, in fact, distinctly informed 
that the Lord was a party to the fraud practiced 
on Isaac and Esau, for He is made to crown it 
with success. 

The tirst place in the Hebrew Scriptures on 
which their defenders attempt to make a stand, 
and infer their disapproval of yeamy, isthe 
ease of David and Batbsheba. vid corrupted 
tne wife of Uriah the Hittite, one of his bravest 
and most loyal ay pee then slew Uriah with 
the sword of the Amounite,”’ and took the widow 
to wife. This disple the Lord so much 
that he sent Nathan to — 1 — the King: and 
this fact has been tortu into a disapproval of 
a dong but let us look at the record. 

atban comes to the K and tells him a story 
of a rich man with large flocks and herds who 
wanted mutton, and instead of taking one of 
his own sheep went and stole the one only pet 
lamb of a poor neighbor! David was indignant 
with the thief,and was for having him killed, 
when Nathan said: Thou art the man!“ 

Now mark the point. David's flock of wives 
were represented as his rightful cor 
more sin in having a herd of wives than 
a herd of cattle. No reason 9 he 
should not increase the number o his 
berd by legitimate means. David's mistake 

in taking from another man, his one only 
wife, when be himseif had such a liberal allow- 
ance. As the story stands, the inference is that 
if Uriah had hadtwo wives David might have 
had one of them and welcome; but for a rich 
man with ever so many wives to take his only 
one from a poor man was mean, to the 
least, and this meanness dispicased the Lord. 
However, it was very wrong for David to kill 
his friend and loyal officer; and, to punish bim 
for the meanness and the murder, the son which 
Bathsheba had borne him became sick uute 
death; so, what with sorrow for sin and sorrow 
for the boy, David nad a serious time, and wrote 
poetry about it. All this sorrow is, with Jesuit- 
ical cunning, counted asa sign of the Divine 
disapproval of polygamy. 

In their desire to find such sign people seem to 
have forgotten to read Nathan's message, when 
he speaks for God and says: “Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, I anoiuted thee King over 
Israel. and I delivered thee out of the hand of 
Saul, and [wave thee thy master’s house, and 
thy master’s wives into thy bosom, and gave 
thee the bouse of Isracit and of Judah.“ 
Now. David's first was Micah, 

endangered her 
owa life by aiding his escape from her 
father; and while she mourned at home he led 
a merry life; frightened Nabal to death and 
married bis rich widow, then went on adding to 
the number of his wives uutil we have a list of 
six, who bore him sons before he was anointed 
King. This list is given as evidence of that di- 
vine favor through which David waxed strong- 
er and stronger, and the house of Saul waxe 
weaker and weaker.” 

After the birth of bis six boys. David demand- 
ed bis frst wife Micah, and his messenger sent 
and took ber from her husband, even from 
Philiel the son of Laish; and her husband went 
with her, along weeping behind her, to Bahu- 
rim. Thus said Abner unto him, Go, return, 
and he returned.“ 

So, when “ the Lord God of Israel” gave David 
Saul's wives into bis bosom be already had seven 
at least; and the new batch, which was given 
to him as a reward of merit, were his mothers- 
in-law. We are not told that Micah’s own 
mother was ig the lot; but she must have been 
one of Saul's wives; and as they were trans- 
ferred in bulk to their new master, and noth- 
ing is said of any reservation, she must have 
gone in the general transfer. 

As the Mormons founded their system on the 
old Jewish plan, and are the only ay le whose 
deeds co d to their faith in the divine 
inspiratina the Hebrew Scriptures, they get 
rid of the mother-in-law nuisance gy, — as

the Judaized interpretation of Christianity in- 


vented by Paul. 

Their polygamy is as scriptural as it is mon- 
strous. eir Blood Atonement” is a mixture 
of the Jewish sacrifices and Paul's idea of the 
death of Christ. Their organized priesthood of 
assasins, the Danites, is found on Jacob's 
characterization of his son Dan. “Dan shall 

udge bis ple as one of the tribes of Isreal, 
n shall a serpent in the way, an adder in 
the path, that biteth the horse's heels so that his 
rider shall fall backward. i bave waited for 
Thy salvation, O Lord.” Gen., XIIX., 16. On this 
ge the Mormon founds the duty of the 
Banite riest to assasinate the victim con- 
demned by the Church, andto doit by the most 
stealthy means. 

The whole Mormon iniquity is a hideous and 
natural outgrowth of the orthodox dogma of the 

jenary inspiration ot the Hebrew Scriptures. 

tsprings from this dogma as inevitably as did 
the burning, and bauging, and drown of 
women for witchcraft. Mormonism is a direct 
result of the Popish, and Presbyterian, and 
Methodist, and Baptist teaching on tne snbject 
of inspiration. Orthodoxy is as responsible for 
it as it was for American slavery. 

It seems to me that Dr. Thomas ought to be 
far enough out of the fogs of the Dark Ages to 
know this—to know that the race can only pro- 

ress as itshakes off the shackles of the old 

ebrew Scriptures and gets away from their de- 
basing influences; from their obscene stories, 
their slavery and polygamy, their brutal est 
mate of women, their savage ideas of God, their 
childish estimate of baubles, their self-contra- 
dictions, and their vontradictions of known and 
established facts. 

Christ, in His Sermon the Mount, speaks of the 
Scriptures as old sayings, and contradicts their 
leading dogmas in the most pointed and positiv 
manner. Why should any man, in His name, ge 
to work to rescue them from the waste-basket 
to which Heso e consigned them?

The Chicagoan who is desirous of studying in 
all its details the workings of a modern and very 
widely-used instrument of torture is advised to 
take za stroll along State street or Michigan 
avenue boulevard any pleasant afternoon. This 
afternoon, should it prove to bea pleasant one, 
will be an excellent time to see how the thing 
works and to witnesa the sufferings of its vic- 
tims, for a sunny Saturday afternoon is a gala 
day for those who induige in these cruel exbi- 
bitions. A few may not, but tne majority will, 
be surprised to learn that this barbarous 
implement is that harmiess-looking piece of 
harness, the check-rein, and the victims of its 
merciless torture are, of course, the horses, par- 
ticularly those horses that are owned by the 
rich and draw clegant vehicies. Surely people 
who are not always looking down at the pave- 
met or into the windows must notice while 
passing along the thoroughfares named that so 
many of the coach and carriage horses 
are always nagging away at their Obits 
and throwing their necks from side to 
side in their endeavors to £secure 
a free head—endeavors which are powerful but 
futile, for the cruel eheck-rein stil! keeps the 
head away up and the neck cramped and twisted. 
A nearer inspection often shows that the mouths 
of the poor beasts are bleeding, and invariably 
the lips will be found calloused from the con- 
tinual champing and pulling on the steel bit. It 
is safe to say that there never was a more 
thoughtless cruelty or one more generally prac- 
ticed than that of overchecking horses. 


UNNATURAL POSITION. 

The reprehensible practice, as would be 
imagined, is carried on principally among the 
wealthy owners of horses, because a horse that 
is drawing a shiny buggy and a gentleman under 
a silk hat, or a lady in sealskin, is generaily 
called upon to hold his bead up—just as his 
driver does when a humble acquaintance is met 
per chance. The difference is that the horse's 
bead is a good deal higher up and is kept in 
that position for hours, while the driver 
can take a rest when so disposed. 
These horses of the rich are checked up until 
their eyes face the sky, and if the sun is shining 
—and it generally is when the fine turnouts are 
on the street—the glare and heat are not only 
exceedingly painful, but it makes the eyes water 
and ultimately causes blindness. Of course it is 
not expected that a horse shall be at liberty to 
smell out succuient tufts of grass and nibble at 
them while in harness, but it is certainly 
a cause for interference by the Hu- 
mane Society when the poor dumb 
beasts are kept with their noses pointed to 
heaven for hours at a stretch. What a borse 
suffers while in that position can best be Judged 
by a person holding his or her head in a similar 
position for a considerable time. Those who 
have tried the experiment say that during the 
first five minutes the sensation is a very un- 
pleasant one: then it begins to grow painful; 
and the pains commence shooting down from 
the neck to the spine, and continue 
to become more and more excrutiatimg 
until human endurance gives out. The ex- 
perimenter, while studying the stars, should 
also be chewing at a tenpenny nail, in lieu of a 
steel bit. 


NATURAL POSITION. 

Here is ound way in which a victim gets into 
the snare and torture of the check-rein: A 
gentieman purchases a high-strung carriage 
horse, one that holds its head up higber than a 
modest horse would think possible, and 
that steps very gingerly; the owner 
wants to get a mate to this prize 
and he finds one that matches it in size, color, 
and general appearance. The two are hitched 
up together, but while No. 1 is staring with 
cocked ears and snapping eyes into the upper 
windows of the surrounding buildings, No. 2 is 
content to assume an ordinary attitude for its 
head. No. 2 looks somewhat lifeless beside his 
audacious and spirited companion. The differ- 
ence must be remedied, and it is remedied with 
the ald of the cruel check which forces up 
and then holds up the head of No. 2. 
However, the owner is happy to see his horses 
both appear like high-strung animals, so what 
does it matter if one of the animals is in pain 
and misery foran afternoon—it’s only a horse, 
and cannot tell anybody. 

This system of overchecking is aiso carried 
on, though not to so great an extent, among the 
dray and cart horses. With these horses the 
overchecking prevents their using the neck 
as they should do in pulling heavy loads 
and the result is a great deal of stumbling. 
The officers of the Humane Socicty have had 
their attention called to the practice, and admit 
that it ic a most cruel one; but there is no spe- 
cial law, they say, governing the matter, and 
the only way of doing away with 
the barbarous custom seems to be through call- 
ing the attention of the public to the matter, and 
depending on the humanity of the owners and 
drivers of horses. The custom is being dope away 
with in Europe, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing extracts taken from letters written by an 
American gent traveling abroad some ten 
or tweive years ago: 

Belfast. Ireland—“I have not seen a check- 
rein on a draft horse in Ireland.“ 

Gl w, Scotland As I wrote you about 
Ireland, so in Glasgow. I have not seen a cneck- 
rein on a draft horse, nor on a horse used in any 
omnibus, hack, or other public conveyance, and 
very few—and none tight on other horses. 

„ talked the other day with the keeper of 
one of the largest livery-stables in the city. He 
bad over a hundred horses in his stable. and he 
told me that he never used a check-rein on one

He shows that 
nature never intended and heavy animal, 
like a draft-horse, to Dis slow work 
only, or chiefly, by the strain of the muscle; but, 
on the other by the power of weight as the 
rule, assisted by the strength of the muscie as 
the exception, when extra resistance is to be 
overcome. 

And what is the use of acheck-reinonadraft 
or a team-horse, anybow? There may be a ne- 
cessity for it in some young, unbroken, or i- 
tempered animals: but these are the exceptions. 
On most of our heavy team-hborses it can rarely 
be justified. If it De said, to prevent them from 
failing, it may be said in reply that it has quite 
as often prevented an old horse from recover- 
ing from a stumbie. It is to be hoped that 
— l will look at this matter in its true 
light.
